No longer, of course. docs the in- 
trepid «wiessage-bearer cover the 
weary miles astride his gallant steed;

despatch-tarrying purposes the horse 
should be superseded by. the petrol- 
driven machine. : 

But the life of the despatch-bearer 
a-wheel is just as packed .with thril- 
ling adventures and hairbreadth: es- 
capes, with deeds of individual 
heroism and.daring exploits, as was 
that of his picturesque predecessor of 
the old days. , 

Here is thé story of an adventure 
which gives a fair idea of the perils 
which surround the work of the des- 

atch-rider—one of ‘the “Petrol 

nights” told it to a war  corres- 
pondent: 

“Two of us rode together,” he said, 
“in case one was wounded, and the 
first thing -hat happened was that. 
my comrade, who thaught he knew 
a safer road than the cone sttaight 
through the town, lost his.way. It 
was quite dark except. for, the flare 


‘of the flames in the middte of Ypres, 


and after all we had to hark back 


and ride through the streets with 
shrapnel, and now. and-then - big 
shells, making an infernal racket } 
about us.” 


The journey’s end.was at. St. Jean, 
and the despatch-rider had to deliver 
his message to an officer in a dug- 
out. He arrived just in time for {a 
German attack, *.and: the trench inj 
which he found himself after leaving 
his. machine in the field was. bein 
heavily sprinkled with shrapnel an 
bombs. : 

“You had better stay where you 
are until the lull comes,” said the 
officer. But a lull: didn’t come. Some 
heavy shells began to “crump” the 
trenches, and the order was -given to 
the men to clear out and retire to 
the second line.*They made a‘dash | 
across ‘the open, and although: the. 
machine guns played over them the 
despatch-rider did not see a -man 
drop. “It was one of those queer 
miracles which happen in war. The 
despatch-rider himself did not wait 
for the end of the cpisode. His. duty 
was to pet back to his own —head- 
quarters for any other message that 
might be waiting, and back again he 
went through Ypres, laughing to 
himself, and singing in a foolish way 
when he had scooted through , the 
city of death beyond the zone of

manufacture of candy is. 


Every~ Canadian who continues to 
indulge freely in the use of candy 
which he knows to be made from 
cane sugar should be filled with re- 
proach, for),he.4s.\simply, depriving 
people who are already hungry, o 
the -sugar which. they need to keep 
up their strength and give them en- 
ergy to fight and’ work: ; 

Sugar in moderate quantities is ab- 
solutely neces.ary to keep the spark 
of life burning in the human. frame. 
It furnishes heat.and energy. It is 
necessary for the men who are fight- 
ing. It i8 even more necessary. for 
that portion. of the civilian. popula- 
tion in Europe which is'now.in act- 
tial want. : ; ; 

In England and France it is ser- 
ved in restaurants in tiny packages. 
A Aittle pitcher of syrup is. fre- 
quently substituted entirely for su- 
gar. Candy is-a thing of the. past. 
Yet we in Cariada and, the. United

sweets and confections whilé people 
in.

Bolley, state seed commissioner for 
North Dakota, declared that. the 
farmers are justified in demanding 
that there be fewer grades of grain

Mr. Bolley said that all growers 
and g6vernment officials interested 
Should understand that’ commercial 
milling grades in no sense insure 
sted quality because, he said, a bulk 
of wheat may not be of grade for 
milling and yet be a very distinctive 
type of grain to sow. The admix- 
ture alone when reproduced on the 
farm would be apt to cause entire 
loss from disease and weed intro- 
duction would also be great. | :
